1. MAJOR ADDRESS ON FRENCH FOREIGN POLICY 

A. JOBERT POURS SALT INTO ATLANTIC WOUNDS... 

IN A MAJOR POLICY ADDRESS NOVEMBER 12, FRENCH FOREIGN 
MINISTER JOBERT AGAIN DEMONSTRATED THE PROFOUND INCOM- 
PATABILITY BETWEEN FRENCH AND US CONCEPTIONS OF EUROPE'S 
SECURITY. REGRETFULLY RECOGNIZING EUROPE'S DEPENDENCE 
ON THE US FOR DEFENSE, JOBERT NEVERTHELESS REJECTED AN 
INTEGRATED AND INTIMATE US-EUROPEAN SECURITY PARTNERSHIP. 
HE HIT REPEATEDLY AT THE NEED FOR CLOSER EUROPEAN POLITI- 
CAL COOPERATION AND CONCLUDED THAT NEITHER FRANCE NOR 
EUROPE MUST PERMIT ITSELF TO BE SACRIFICED TO THE EVOLU-

TIONS PROCEEDED SMOOTHLY WITH UNDER SECRETARY PORTER 
OUTLINING THE US APPROACH SUPPORTING CIVILIANIZATION PRO- 
VIDING THE IDF RETAIN A DEFENSE CAPABILITY. ICELAND’S 
FOREIGN MINISTER AGUSTSSON SAID FOR THE FIRST TIME THAT

5. LATINS SUSPECT LACK OF US INTEREST

DELEGATES ARE CONCERNED THAT THE US IS NOT INTERESTED IN
